So  with  your  sales  organization.  It  must  be  keyed  to  its  task 
by  a  standard.  As  the  golfer's  skill  is  measured  by  Bogey,  so 
must  your  salesmen's  and  salesmanager's  be  measured  by  a 
reasonable  quota  for  every  territory  you  invade. 

"What  should  this  quota  be — what  are  your  sales  possibilities  ? 
Facts,  not  guesses,  must  frame  the  answer.  And  though  each 
business  must  determine  these  facts  for  itself,  in  every  case  their 
basis  will  be  statistics  of  population.  It  is  to  furnish  these  statis- 
tics— to  help  you  determine  these  vital  facts — that  we  have  com- 
piled and  printed  this  book. 

In  it  are  shown,  by  states,  all  towns  of  2,500  or  more  popula- 
tion. These  are  the  to-wns  which  the  1910  Census  denotes  as 
urban.  In  them  lives  nearly  one-half  of  our  entire  population,  and 
at  least  four-fifths  of  the  dealers — the  distributing  machinery — in 
every  line.  These  figures  will  furnish  the  facts  by  which  to  fix 
your  quota  for  any  territory — the  standard  by  which  to  measure 
your  present  distribution  and  volume  of  sales. 


Suppose,  for  instance,  that  yours  is  an  article  which  should 
be  on  sale  in  every  town  of  2,500  and  over.  In  the  state  of  Illinois 
there  are  144  such  towns.  This,  then,  is  your  standard  of  distrib- 
ution for  Illinois.  How  near  do  you  approach  it — in  how  many  of 
these  144  towns  have  you  dealers  ? 

Among  other  things  the  answer  vitally  affects  your  advertis- 
ing. If  you  have  dealers  in,  say  only  48  of  these  144  towns,  one- 
third  of  the  whole — it  is  evident  that  any  advertising  you  do  will 
be  seriously  handicapped. 

This  may  not  be  your  case — it  is  but  one  of  many  kinds  of 
sales  and  distribution  gaps  which  the  determining  of  standards 
usually  discloses.  Whatever  form  the  gap  may  take,  it  is  the 
function  of  advertising  to  close  it — to  push  the  sales  records  closer 
to  the  quota.

Still  another  may  require  a  form  of 
service  entirely  outside  these  regular  channels — trade  promotion, 
sharpshooting  with  letters  and  booklets.  In  48  years'  advertising 
experience  the  J.  W^alter  Thompson  organization  has  used  and 
studied  them  all,  successfully  conducting  hundreds  of  campaigns  of 
every  variety.

If  You  Are  Not  Advertising 

TBP 

No  matter  what  you  are  selling  or  how  your  business  is  car- 
ried on,  or  what  conditions  surround  it,  the  right  kind  of  adver- 
tising would  be  profitable  to  you.  It  may  be  difficult  to  discover 
just  what  kind  of  advertising  you  ought  to  do,  and  how  much  of  it 
to  do— but  the  difficulty  of  doing  a  thing  right  doesn't  prove  that 
the  thing  ought  not  to  be  done. 

In  answer  to  this  you  may  say:  "My  business  has  been  estab- 
lished for  twenty  years.  I  have  always  sold  my  goods  without  ad- 
vertising and  have  made  money,  and  I  am  selling  them  now  and 
making  money.     Why  should  I  advertise?  " 

If  that  is  your  point  of  view,  stop  and  think  of  this: 

In  the  last  ten  years  the  population  of  the 
United  States  has  increased  by  fifteen  mil- 
lion people. 

Has  the  number  of  your  customers  grown 
proportionately  ? 

In  the  last  tenj^ears  the  total  wealth  of  the 
United  States  increased  $18,586,905,142. 
Has  the  value  of  your  business  increased 
in  the  same  proportion  ? 

You  have  competitors  who  advertise- ver^ 
likely.  Their  business  is  younger  than 
yours,  and  is  growing.  Where  does  their 
trade  come  from,  and  why  didn't  it  come 
to  you  ? 

These  remarks  apply  with  as  much  force  to  a  man  who  does 
a  local  business.  Study  the  population  and  the  growth  of  your 
locality,  see  what  your  competitors  are  doing  and  then  look  your- 
self  straight  in  the  face  and  answer  this  question:  "Am  I  keeping 
up  with  the  procession  or  not  ?  " 

Advertising  not  only  creates  business,  but  hold»  it. 


If  the  world  was  at  a  standstill,  there  would  be  no  need  of  ad- 
vertising, or  much  effort  of  any  kind.

With  Their  Trade-Mark  or  Name 

In  the  days  before  there  was  any  systematic  manufacturing, 
when  the  cobbler  made  shoes  instead  of  merely  repairing  them  and 
the  weaver  wove  on  a  hand  loom  the  cloth  he  sold,  each  of  these 
hand-manufacturers  had  his  own  little  circle  of  personal  friends. 

The  cobbler's  shoes,  the  weaver's  cloth  were  bartered  for  and 
bought  direct  from  the  makers. 

If  the  shoes  and  cloth  were  good  the  makers  waxed  fat  and 
prospered.  If  poor,  they  eked  out  a  miserable  existence  until  they 
disappeared.  Everybody  knew  just  where  the  shoes  and  cloth 
came  from  and  could  trace  to  its  source  either  satisfaction  or  dis- 
satisfaction with  the  goods. 

In  the  early  days  of  manufacturing,  the  circle  of  the  market 
widened  but  still  the  personal  identity  of  the  maker  followed  his 
product  wherever  it  went. 

The  reputation  of  a  man  who  was  successful  in  making  a  good 
product  was  carried  by  the  product  that  bore  his  name  or  mark 
(the  beginning  from  which  the  modern  trade-mark  has  sprung)  as 
far  as  the  limited  transportation  facilities  could  take  them  profitably 
at  that  time. 

Then,  when  steam  railroads  took  the  place  of  river  barges,  fast 
mail,  telegraph  and  telephone  supplanted  the  old  stage-coach  mail, 
a  great  economic  change  took  place. 

The  maker  of  shoes  in  Massachusetts  soon  found  that  he  had 
a  market  for  his  product  all  over  the  United  States.  The  maker  oif 
soap  in  Ohio  could  dispose  of  his  product  as  readily  in  Maine  and 
California  as  in  the  central  states. 

Where  the  maker  attached  his  name  or  mark  to  his  product, 
and  kept  its  merits  constantly  before  consumers,  it  became  known 
throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  all  the  land. 


Those  manufacturers  who  did  not  put  their  name  on  their  pro- 
duct soon  found  that  their  business  practically  belonged  to  the 
dealer  instead  of  to  themselves.  The  consumers  were  the  dealers* 
customers;  the  manufacturer  did  not  know  them,  nor  did  they  know 
who  made  the  goods.  And  it  was  only  good  business  for  the  dealer 
to  buy  as  cheaply  as  possible. 

Under  such  circumstances  price  inducements  of  competitive 
makers  naturally  had  a  strong  appeal;  in  many  cases  even  at  the 
expense  of  quality.
